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FOREWORD 

The  continued  and  more  complete  use  of  the  hospital  and  clinic 
facilities  during  1937  is  gratifying.  The  standards  of  care  have  been 
of  a  high  order.  That  the  special  and  distinctive  purpose  of  this 
hospital  is  growing  in  recognition  and  importance  is  shown  by  the 
unusual  interest  of  other  institutions  in  the  effective  methods  of 
treatment  taught  by  our  staff. 

The  Unit  is  still  limited  by  its  financial  needs  in  its  ability  to  accept 
all  the  free  cases  that  are  presented  to  it,  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the 
coming  years  increased  funds  may  extend  the  Unit's  usefulness  by 
enabling  it  to  admit  more  free  and  part-pay  patients. 

We  deeply  appreciate  the  assistance  of  the  many  friends  of  the 
Unit  who  have  given  both  time  and  money,  and  acknowledge  our 
debt  to  the  hospital  staffs  for  their  devoted  service  during  the  past 
year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
RECONSTRUCTION  HOSPITAL  UNIT 

This  hospital  continues  to  serve  a  part  of  the  city  in  which  a 
great  number  of  accidents  occur  of  both  a  minor  and  a  major 
nature.  If  funds  were  available,  much  more  free  work  could  be 
done.  All  emergency  cases  are  admitted  and  treated,  but  some 
have  to  be  transferred  to  City  hospitals  as  their  condition  permits. 

There  were  3,047  emergency  cases  treated  in  the  clinic.  A  con- 
siderable number  of  these  required  hospitalization.  The  number 
of  hospital  days  was  12,224,  compared  with  10,600  in  1936. 
There  were  609  traumatic  cases  admitted  to  the  hospital  during 
1937,  and  510  in  1936. 

REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS

Sidewalk  in  front  of  main  entrance  repaired 
Window  frames  and  iron  work  on  outside  of  building  painted 
New  entrance  door  made  for  main  building;  old  door  repaired

OCCUPATIONAL  AND  PHYSICAL  THERAPY 

Occupational  therapy  has  been  defined  as  any  activity,  mental 
or  physical,  definitely  prescribed  and  guided  for  the  purpose  of 
hastening  recovery  from  disease  or  injury.  It  may  be  more: 
it  may  be  an  agent  for  positive  health,  as  well  as  a  means  of 
recapturing  health. 

The  orthopedic  patient  must  first  be  treated  by  the  surgeon 
to  prevent,  correct,  or  improve  the  deformities  resulting  from 
disease  or  injury.  The  majority  of  these  patients  must  undergo 
an  extended  course  of  treatment  to  restore  function  to  disabled 
muscles  or  joints.  It  then  becomes  the  problem  of  the  physical 
and  occupational  therapist  to  develop,  through  exercise,  muscle 
training,  and  a  regulated  program  of  activity,  as  nearly  normal 
function  as  it  is  possible  to  obtain. 

Among  the  adult  orthopedic  patients  are  a  large  number  who 
have  been  injured  in  indusry,  which  produces  many  accidents, 
and  a  constantly  increasing  number  of  automobile  casualties. 
The  possibilities  of  extended  treatment  for  these  cases  is  fairly 
well  established.  Through  industrial  compensation  or  health 
and  accident  insurance  some  of  these  cases  are  taken  care  of  in 
the  occupational  therapy  curative  workshop  after  discharge  from 
the  hospital. 

A  large  part  of  the  work  with  in-patients  is  diversional,  but 
in  the  Out-Patient  Department  the  emphasis  is  entirely  on  cura- 
tive treatment,  with  craft  work  used  as  a  means  of  exercise  for 
the  restoration  of  function  to  the  injured  parts.  Treatment  for 
the  injury  is  begun  on  the  prescription  of  the  physician  when  the 
patient  is  still  in  the  hospital  and  is  continued,  after  the  period 
of  hospitalization  is  ended,  in  the  Out-Patient  Department, 
where  patients  from  the  out-patient  clinics  are  also  treated. 
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Two  sales  were  held  in  1937,  one  at  the  Junior  League  Club- 
house in  conjunction  with  other  New  York  hospitals,  and  the 
other  in  the  hospital  lobby. 

Miss  Mary  Kintigh  Fox,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  Occupational 
Therapy  Department,  reports  that  1,468  curative  treatments  were 
given  to  211  patients. 

Dr.  H.  M.  Herring,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  Physical  Therapy 
Department,  reports  the  following  attendance  record:

SOCIAL  SERVICE  DEPARTMENT 

Mrs.  Elsie  Still  Adams  has  continued  to  make  possible  a 
happy  liaison  between  the  sick  patient,  the  family,  and  the 
attending  physician,  many  times  aiding  in  successfully  carrying 
out  difficult  social  problems.  She  has  also  aided  in  the  follow-up 
of  cases  that  required  continued  care  when  its  importance 
was  not  understood  by  the  patients  or  their  relatives.

REPORT  OF  THE  SURGICAL  DIRECTOR  OF 
RECONSTRUCTION  HOSPITAL  UNIT 

The  Reconstruction  Hospital  Unit  has  completed  its  eighth 
year  as  a  part  of  the  New  York  Post-Graduate  Medical  School 
and  Hospital.  The  staff  members  continue  to  work  in  utmost 
harmony.  Perplexing  problems  arising  in  the  care  of  patients 
are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  entire  staff  for  solution. 
These  frequent  group  consultations  between  the  members  of 
the  staff  are  conducive  to  a  high  type  of  treatment  for  all 
the  patients. 

TEACHING 

The  popularity  of  our  Tuesday  morning  staff  conferences  is 
evidenced  by  the  attendance  of  the  entire  staff  and  by  the  large 
number  of  visiting  doctors.  Here  each  case  is  discussed  so  that 
its  course  can  be  followed  throughout  its  entire  hospital  stay. 
The  students  taking  the  seminar  courses  have  shown  their 
interest  in  these  conferences  by  their  frequent  requests  for  per- 
mission to  attend  them  after  the  completion  of  the  course. 

Traumatology,  the  monthly  publication,  is  rapidly  increasing 
in  circulation.  One  outstanding  case,  with  its  history,  its 
course,  and  its  treatment  in  detail,  is  presented  in  each  issue. 
The  publication  is  a  staff  project  and  is  limited  to  the  cases  of  the 
Reconstruction  Hospital  Unit.  The  large  number  of  letters  that 
we  receive  when  the  periodical  does  not  go  out  on  time  is  evi- 
dence of  the  fact  that  it  serves  a  definite  purpose,  and  is  very 
gratifying  to  us.  The  publication  is  especially  useful  to  us  in 
keeping  in  touch  with  former  matriculates. 

The  attendance  at  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Clinical 
Society  of  the  Reconstruction  Hospital  is  increasing  and  now 
includes  doctors  from  various  hospitals  in  the  surrounding 
territory.  While  at  our  Tuesday  morning  meetings  the  fresh 
cases  are  discussed,  at  our  Clinical  Society  meetings  the  end- 
results  are  shown  and  discussed.  Visitors  as  well  as  staff  mem- 
bers enter  freely  into  the  discussion. 
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CLINICAL  WORK 

The  problem  of  the  broken  hip  still  occupies  the  attention  of 
the  staff.  Though  progress  in  the  treatment  of  this  most  difficult 
injury  is  noted,  the  problem  is  not  as  yet  completely  solved. 
The  treatment  and  care  of  the  injured  child  also  is  occupying 
our  attention. 

There  has  been  advancement  in  the  care  and  treatment  of  the 
injured.  We  are  able  to  report  an  increase  of  over  30  per  cent 
in  the  number  of  in-patients  and  an  increase  of  15  per  cent  in 
hospital  days.  The  clinic  has  also  shown  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  patients.  We  still  feel  the  need  for  more  funds  for 
the  free  care  of  indigent  patients. 

The  staff  has  given  freely  of  its  time  and  money  in  attempting 
to  solve  the  many  problems  it  has  to  face.  Apparatus  in  the 
treatment  of  the  injured  is  constantly  changing,  and  many  of 
the  new  necessary  instruments  are  purchased  by  members  of  the 
hospital  staff  and  given  to  the  hospital. 

APPRECIATION 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Department  of  Radiology  for  its  whole- 
hearted cooperation.  We  acknowledge  our  debt  to  the  nursing 
staff  for  their  intelligent  care  of  our  patients.  To  the  adminis- 
trative staff  we  wish  to  extend  our  appreciation  for  their  helpful 
aid.

REPORT  OF  THE 
AUXILIARY  COMMITTEE  OF 
RECONSTRUCTION  HOSPITAL  UNIT 

The  Auxiliary  Committee  has  had  a  very  busy  year  trying, 
like  every  one  else,  to  make  a  dollar  do  the  work  of  two,  trying 
to  keep  in  touch  with  the  work  of  the  Social  Service  and  Occu- 
pational Therapy  Departments  of  the  hospital,  as  well  as  attend- 
ing to  the  regular  concerns  of  a  house  committee. 

In  March  Mrs.  King  resigned,  on  account  of  her  health,  as 
active  chairman  of  the  Committee.  She  accepted  the  position 
of  honorary  chairman,  however,  and  is  still  as  active  as  her 
strength  will  allow.  Mrs.  Cholmeley-Jones  was  made  vice- 
chairman  and  acting  chairman. 

During  1937  the  Committee  generously  provided  the  hospital 
with  twelve  dozen  of  each  of  the  following  articles:  sheets, 
spreads,  pillow  slips,  ward  blankets,  bath  towels,  face  towels, 
wash  cloths,  and  ward  napkins.  A  dozen  blankets  for  the 
private  rooms  were  given.  The  Committee  decorated  one  of  the 
private  rooms  with  new  chintz  curtains,  thin  curtains,  window 
shades,  etc.,  and  in  December  bought  a  new  bed  for  the  room 
of  one  of  the  nurses  as  a  beginning  toward  completely  refurnish- 
ing it. 

In  addition  the  hospital  has  been  constantly  visited  and 
inspected  by  members  of  the  Committee,  the  success  of  Miss 
de  Miranda's  efforts  to  keep  an  old  building  in  perfect  condition 
admired,  and  consultations  held  over  various  problems  in  which  a 
nice  balance  between  the  ideal  and  the  financially  possible  was 
difficult. 

No  entertainment  to  raise  money  was  given,  as  this  was  the 
understanding  with  the  United  Hospital  Fund,  with  which  the 
Committee  has  been  actively  cooperating.  Several  members  of 
the  Committee  worked  on  the  campaign  last  fall.  The  Fund  gave 
the  Committee  $500  last  year  in  addition  to  the  money  given  to 
the  hospital  itself.  Our  Social  Service  Department  has  been 
assisting  the  Fund  by  keeping  records  and  making  reports  for 
their  files. 

The  various  forms  of  curative  work  in  the  Occupational 
Therapy  Department  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Fox  have  gone 
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steadily  on  with  the  most  satisfactory  results.  The  work  at  the 
Reconstruction  Hospital  compares  favorably  with  that  in  other 
hospitals  doing  the  same  type  of  work.  New  looms  for  use  in 
the  wards  were  acquired  after  some  difficulty  in  finding  a  type 
that  was  silent  enough  to  be  suitable,  and  they  have  been  put 
into  use.  The  patients  have  also  made  practical  contributions 
to  the  equipment  of  the  hospital.  Under  Dr.  Moorhead's 
direction,  patients  worked  at  plates  for  use  in  making  x-ray 
films  self-identifying.  They  have  also  repainted  old  Balkan 
frames  and  made  some  new  ones,  new  blueprints  having  been 
produced  through  the  kindness  of  a  former  member  of  the  staff. 
During  the  two  summer  months  we  had  a  paid  assistant,  and  the 
Junior  League  provided  a  most  satisfactory  volunteer  for  two 
days  each  week.  The  volunteers  in  the  department  are  invalu- 
able and  do  much  to  make  the  work  of  this  department  successful. 

The  work  of  the  Social  Service  Department  has  gone  on  with  its 
customary  efficiency.  Some  of  its  problems  have  no  solution, 
but  many  solutions  have  been  found  and  several  persons  in  des- 
perate need  have  been  helped  either  by  the  Social  Service  Fund 
or  by  some  individual  or  agency  with  whom  the  Social  Service 
was  able  to  put  them  in  touch. 

Mrs.  King  most  generously  gave  a  book  cart  for  taking  books 
to  the  wards,  and  it  has  made  the  distribution  of  reading  matter 
to  the  patients  both  easier  and  more  efficient.  The  library  was 
extensively  revised  and  enlarged  by  Miss  Darlington  and  is  much 
more  adequate  than  it  has  ever  been  before. 

The  usual  Christmas  party  was  given  on  December  twenty- 
second.  A  group  of  choir  boys  from  the  Cathedral  of  St.  John 
the  Divine  came,  as  they  have  for  so  many  years,  and  sang 
Christmas  carols  in  the  wards  and  also  in  the  occupational 
therapy  room,  where  the  guests  were  assembled  for  the  party. 
After  that  there  followed  general  singing,  a  magician,  distribu- 
tion of  gifts  by  Santa  Claus,  and  then  refreshments.  Every 
department  of  the  hospital  cooperates  to  make  the  Christmas 
party  a  success;  our  greatest  problem  is  to  keep  the  number  of 
children  down  to  the  capacity  of  the  room.

We  have  made  an  examination  of  the  balance  sheet  of  the  New  York  Post-Graduatb 
Medical  School  and  Hospital  (including  the  Reconstruction  Hospital  Unit)  as  at 
December  31,  1937.  In  connection  therewith,  we  examined  or  tested  accounting  records 
of  the  institutions  and  other  supporting  evidence  and  obtained  information  and  explana- 
tions from  officers  and  employees  of  the  institutions,  but  we  did  not  make  a  detailed  audit 
of  the  transactions. 

Investments  in  bonds  and  stocks  are  included  in  the  above  balance  sheet  at  cost  or  at 
amounts  recorded  on  the  books  at  date  of  receipt  and  the  aggregate  amount  thereof  on 
that  basis  was  approximately  $444,000  in  excess  of  the  amount  at  market  quotations  at 
December  31,  1937;  real  estate  mortgages  are  included  at  face  amounts  or  less;  invest- 
ments in  real  estate  are  included  at  cost  and  no  provision  has  been  made  for  depreciation 
of  plant  assets  representing  land,  buildings,  furniture,  fixtures  and  equipment  used  for 
hospital  purposes. 

In  our  opinion,  based  upon  such  examination  and  the  inclusion  of  certain  assets  on  the 
bases  indicated  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  the  above  combined  balance  sheet  fairly 
presents  the  combined  position  of  the  New  York  Post-Graduate  Medical  School  and 
Hospital  and  the  Reconstruction  Hospital  Unit  at  December  31,  1937.
